That was less than a century ago. 
Since that time the growth of wealth 
and number of wéalthy men in the 
United States had no precedent in 
building nations. The people of the 
United States now form one-third of 
of the world’s minj g, one-fourth its 
manufacturing, one*fifth its farming, 
and possessed of one-sixth of its ac- 
cumulated wealth. 

He had read in the morning papers 
Sherman’s speech, a considerable part 
of which was devoted to the defense 
of the millionaires. People had 
awakened to a conception of the fact 
that the bulk of the preperty in this 
country is passirig into the hands of 
those whom the Senator from Ohio 
called by eupbémism the speculators 
of the country. These men bad no 
policies but plunder, and no principle 
but spolition of the human race. It 
was no wonder that the laboring and 
agricultural classes of this country had 
at last awakened, and speculators 
must take warning.

While the billionaire 
himself will probably shrink from 
direct interference in politics, the 
many millionaires who will come 
into existence by force of the same 
laws will be likely to use their 
money quite as unacrupulously as 
the few millionaires do how.

THE USE OF QUININE. 
Ite Effects on the Hun Human = yet: When 


A blear-eyed, sbypoeees man with 
tears running down his cheeks w 
into a New York pharmacy the otherday 
and said: 

“] wad thirty graids of quidide,” 


The druggist looked at him sharply 


and then went away to fill the order. 

‘‘Thag you,” said the blear-eyed man, 
as he swallowed half a dozen little white 
pellets and walked out. 

‘‘That will make his ears sing,” said 
the druggist, ‘‘and in all probability it 
will make him very dizzy if he has not 
been in the habit of using quinine in 
large quantities. The drug is much 
abused. Every one uses it more or less, 
and few people know its power.” 

The effects of a large dose of quinine 
frequently produce a delirium similar 
to that caused by alcoholic stimulants. 
Recently the New York Sun printed a 
dispatch from Sing Sing about a fifteen- 


year-old girl who had been crazed by 


tlre-drug. She was a daughter of a well- 
known resident of North “Tarrytown 
and had been suffering from neuralgia 
for several days. She took a large dose 
of quinine and went to bed. Late in the 
evening she was found near the depot 
in a demented condition. She was part- 
ly dressed, and had walked from her 
parents’ home up the railroad track. 
She had passed a number of trains in 
safety, and when she was found she 
acted like a person suffering from alco- 
holic delirium. 

‘*There is no doubt that the effects of 
a large dose of quinine are sometimes 
serious,” said a physician to the Sun re- 
porter, “and I new recall one case in 
particular. It was during my 
service in Bellevue. A man was 
brought to the hospital and placed 
in the cells where patients 


There were some peculiar features about 
the case, and afteran examination we 
sent him to the insane ward. He acted 
like acrazy man. Aftera few hours of 
treatment he became quiet, and we then 
learned that he had taken one hundred 
and fifty grains of quinine in fifteen- 
grain doses within a few hours. He re- 
covered from the effects of it after a 
very short time. There is probably no 
drug so generally used for half a dozen 
ailments as quinine. While I was South 
some time ago I saw men take it by the 
teaspoon for malaria. A person who has 
been taking quinine for a long time does 
not mind having the ringing sensations 
in the ears and other symptoms that 
make themselves felt in a person who 


seldom uses the drug. Ten grains will 


produce these symptoms in many peo- 
ple, and ifthe patient has been suffer- 
ing from neuralgia, for instance, the 
amount of quinine will sometimes act 
like an alcoholic stimulant. They will 
become ‘light-headed’ and at times de- 
lirious. I know a number of people in 
New York who take quinine regularly 
and think that they could not live with- 
out it. I don’t think that it can be called 
a habit, like the cocaine and morphine 
habits, because it is not: a drug that 
grows onone. Those people who take 
it regularly have some disease that they 
are treating. In cases of ‘malaria it is 
invaldable. You know chat duting the 
war it ‘was worth its weight in gold. 

Quinine is now very cheap. It is being 
cultivated in India, and the large quan- 
tities of it that afte used nowadays make 

it a very profitable product. I hav 

never known of a dose of quinine pro- 
ducing death, though undoubtedly it 
could be taken in such quantities as to 
be fatal.” 


MET WITH DISASTER. 


Strange Fataity Attending the 
Maine's Predecessors, 

The latest vessel launched from the 
Brooklyn navy yard before the Maine, 
says the New York Times, was the 
Trenton, the steam frigate whose bones 
now lie at the bottom of the harbor at 
Apia, where they were sent in the terri- 
ble hurricane two years ago. A number 
of the officers who witnessed the launch- 
ing of the Maine recalled scenes and in- 
cidents of the Trenton's launching, 
which occurred January 1, 1876. 

Naval Constructor Samuel H. Pook 
(now retired) was the superintending 
officer. Fully a thousand persons gath+ 
ered to witness the sight, the invited 
guests occupying the decks of the old 
Delaware and Susquehanna, now broken 
up and scattered. The first attempt to 
launch the Trenton, December 30, 1875, 
proved a failure, owing to the poor 
material used in lubricating the ways, 
but the second attempt was altogether 
successful. 

The firstship that.was launched at the 
navy yard was the wooden frigate ‘Sa- 
bine, in 1852, whose sister ship, the 
Savannah, was constructed at the same 
time and place. Both these vessels 
were afterward repaired, altered and 
razed at the Brooklyn yard. e next 
vessel launched there was the Sacra- 
mento. Then came the Monongahela,

Capital—Getting Ready for the 
Salaries. 

Carson, Jan. 13, 1891. 
Epiror Gazette: Expectancy, ac- 
tivity and a general condition akin to 
ecstatic exhiliration now imbues the 

Carsonites. Things are being bright- 

ened up, wiudows cleaned, sidewalks 

leveled up, knots chopped off, and in 
every way the Capital is presenting 
an appearance so much out of its ordi- 
nary line that the casual observer is 
impressed that be has struck a boom 
town, and naturally inquires what 
causes the commotion. He receives 
the answer with a knowing smile and 
patronizing air, on the part ofthe in- 
former, that the Legislature will meet 
on Monday, the 19th, and it is neces- 
sary to fix up a little.

It is 
strange how quick the new ones catch 
on to the system. 

The new officers are working along 
smoothly, and by the time the Leg- 
islature convenes, will be working up 
in the collar, and will have learned 
- the little innocent dodges of the 
old. 

The gambling traternity are polish- 
ing up their tools, and will ready 
to divide the honors and salaries of 
the members.

STILL STAYING. 


Another Chapter Added to the Ko- 
: mantic Mistory 

Fiteh. e 

The east-bound overland train on 
Monday carried Hon. Thomas Fitch 
and wife, who are en route to Denver, 
where Mr. Fitch is to speak on ‘‘free 
coinage’’ before the Board of Trade. 
Mr. Fiteh has had a turn of the wheel 
and is a partner in a property which 
is likely to make him a second Monte 
Christo. He and his associates have 
found immense treasures on an island 
in the Pacific, nine miles from the 
Mexican coast, which promises to 
show up the greatest deposit of gold 
ever known. 

THE ISLAND 


Is twenty miles long and from three 
to-ten miles wide. It rises toa height 
of 4,000 feet and is a broken mass of 
rocks pushed up from the ocean by 


vuleanic action, so rough that access 
to parts of it is next to impossible, 
oat trip across it could not be made 
by. anything buta bird. There is no 
water except in some mineral springs. 
Rising from the gea is a diorite wall 
which is cleft in one place so as to 
form a passage through and reveala 
second wall 400 feet beyond. Between 
these two the whole body of soft 
broken material will show a color 
whenever tried, and poekets of great 
richness are found. From one which 
has not yet been opened further than 
to take out 2,500 tons of ore off the 
top, $70 a ton was cleared, giving the 
company $175,000,. which is being 
spent in laying out roads, running 
four tunnels, building ships, boarding 
houses, etc., and in preparatory work 
generally. 
A STRANGE DISCOVERY 

Was mfide in the shape of a bed of 
white sand which ran along the top of 
the mountain in a level streak. It 


proves to Be a quartz ledge which has 


been pulverized by the intense heat 


until it is as fine as if run through a 
battery of stamps. It assays from one 
to fifty ounces of gold, worth nearly 
$20 an ounce. It is three feet thick 
on the surface, but dips downward 
soon and widens to eight feet. Scat- 
tered .through it are specimens of 
quartz which did not melt and which 
are not “‘lousy’’ with gold, but are 
plated. with it. One sample wéighed 
80 pounds and it had at least $500 
worth of- gold on its outside, to say 
nothing of what is no doubt scattered 
through it. The company have an 
exclusive franchise to mine for ten 
years on the island and talk of a 200 
stamp mill. In the meantime the 
company have to ship ore away to be 
worked and have sent a big lot to Pue- 
blo, Colorado. If Reno had redaction

His father and other relatives ad- 
hered to the lost cause, and when the 
war ended: nothing could be found of 
any ofthem. Bassett wandered around 
the country, and finally, in 1875, came 
here. He found work at first among the 
fishermen, and then, taking a fancy to 
the island, he squatted upon it, and has 


' gince lived there like another Robinson 


Crusoe. 

He has a few choice hens, four or five 
cats and a dog, and leadsa quiet and 
apparently happy life. Although he 
saw much hard service in the army he 
is nota pensioner. He lost his paper: 
soon after the war in transmitting them 
to Washington, and has failed in every 
attempt to find any of old comrades, 
and he rarely even thinks now of ap- 
plying for financial succor from the 
Government. 

A peculiar circumstance in connec- 
tion with Bassett’s island home is that 
it has never been entered on the Gov- 
ernmentcharts. ‘There is no evidence 
to be found on the maps that the island 
exists, and heis unable to acquire any 
legal title to it. 

He holds it by the right of possession, 
and has no fear that any one will try to 
ousthim. This condition of affairs has 
another peculiar feature. Marion isl- 
and, which is separated from Bassett’s 
by but a few rods of water, is included 
in Peninsular township, and the owner 
of the bigger island pays his taxes and 
votes in the township, but Bassett’s 
land, having no legal existence on the 
map, is declared not in the United 
States, and Bassett has no taxes to pay 
and is not allowed to vote. 


It is held that he is not a citizen of 
the United States; that he does not live 
in this country, and to all intents and 
purposes is a foreigner. In spite of 
such trifling annoyances the solitary in- 
habitant of the island takes life philo- 
sophically and is supreme ruler of his 
little domain. 


A Blindman'’s Watch. 

A watch by which blind people can 
tell the time by touch has been patented 
in England.

A STRANGE CASE. 


As the Result of a Wound a Soldier's 
Miod Remaius a Blank for Eight Years. 
A very romantic story has just beep 

brought to light through the medium of 

the Pension Bureau, says the Philadel- 
plifa Record. On the ist of September, 

1862, there enlisted at Van Wert, O., in 

the Fifteenth Ohio Volunteer Infantry, 

a slender, blue-eyed youth of twenty 

At the battle 

of Chickamauga Thompson was wounded 

by a case shot and left for dying on the 
field. Henever rejoined his regiment 
and it was generally supposed that he 
was numbered among the unknown 
dead. The next scene in this strange 
history opens on a snowy country road in 
Northern Hlinois, near the village of 


Cleveland, in the winter of 1870. Night | 


was coming on as a small-sized, but 
sturdily built traveler kreasted his way 
against the keen winds that swept the 
bleak prairie. He was comfortably 
dressed in a good working suit, with a 
pair of new boots on his feet and a coon- 
skin cap on his head. 

He carried an old-fashioned oil-cloth 
valise, and appeared to be looking fora 
place to stay over night. And there on 
the lonely road in the darkening twilight

1% vas just asif at that moment he had 
awakened from a dreamless sleep of 
seyen years. But his memory was gone 
totally.and absolutely. His other facul- 


, ties were keen enough, but he could not 


recall his own name, where he had been, 
his family, or his home. His entire past 
up to that momeptwas simply a blank. 
The only thing that connected him with 
4 former existence was an idea that he 
was hooking fora Mr. Baker, who needed 
mento work. This turned out to be 
correct. He found him, and was given 
employment in acoal mine. Gradually 
his mind came back to him, and he re- 
membered the scenes of his boyhood. 

The case was so remarkable that it 
was taken up by the local papers, and 
the story at last fell into the hands of 
Thom pson’s father. Their relationship 
was easily established. Through all his 
wanderings—and this sounds like a Sun- 
day-school tale, but the incident is 
legally proved and forms part of the 
evidence of his identity—he carried a 
little Testament given to him by a sis- 
ter, with an inscription in rhyme, when 
he enlisted. The sister still living rec- 
ognized it at once when he.exhibited it 
upon his return. Allhis efforts have so 
far failed to recall to him any thing that 
occurred from the time that he tumbled 
over on the bloody field of Chickamauga 
until the strangeawakening of his dor 
mant faculties in 1870. 


AN HEROIC DEED. 


How a Father Saved His Family from 
the Indians. 

A gentleman passed through the city 
the other day on his way to Excelsior 
Springs whose name three or four years 
ago was one of the most popular in the 
daily press of that day, says the Kansas 
City Times. It was Mr. John T. Shy, of 
Deming, N. M., whose deeds of heroism 
in saving his wife and family from 
massacre by a band of savage Apaches 
after a running tight of several miles 
will ever make his name a conspicuous 
one intnegutiegas The West. The 
story is as follows: 

Mr. Shy had settled on a ranch in 
New Mexico with his wife and young 
son, their place being seventeen miles 
from any other settlement. The ranch 
was attacked by a roving band of eight- 
een Apaches, who sought to drive off the 
stock. Mr. Shy, who was well armed 
and had plenty of e™munition, placed 
his wife and child ina place of safety 
within the house, and then opened fire, 
which was returned. . The fight was 
waged for some time, till one of the In- 
dians succeeded in crawling up to and 
setting fire to the house. 

This nevessitated flight; so, sending 
Mrs. Shy forward under the smoke of 
the burning building, the husband and 
father, carrying his young son under 
his arm, made a dash for the cover of 
some thick brush which was growing 
near by. 

An Indian’s bullet went through the 
child’s hip and lodged -in the father’s 
body, but the fight wenton. Mr. Shy 
ran forward some distance ‘and then, 
dropping the child in the brush, would 
face about, fire at the leading pursuer, 


| who would thus be brought toa stand- 


still fora time. Then another shot and 
another stand, to gain time for Mrs. 
Shy, who was fleeing in the front, and 
so onthe day was spent. The Indians 
finally gave up the chase, which had 
cost them no less than six warriors, and 
the exhausted. fugitives managed to 
reach the city of Deming with their 
lives. The wounds received by both fa- 
ther and son were rapidly healed, and 
now, when the hostiles are forever ex- 
pelled from or killed out of that neigh- 
borhood, there is no more flourishing or 
bappy family in New Mexico than that 
of valorous John T. Shy. .
